The arguments 
advanced are that it is not humiliating to 
Spanish honor to give way to superior force; 
that it would be an act of unpardonable, na- 
tional insanity to continue the shedding of 
blood in a hopeless war, and that none of 
the powers will hesitate to finally join ina 
note of intervention to the Washington gov- 
ernment, because prolongation of hostilities 
would prove ruinous to all Enropean coun- 
tries. 

Some prominent German military men go 
so far as to indulge in the sanguine pre- 
diction that the Spanish-American war will 
be over in a fortnight. As to the terms of 
peace, it is expected that the United States 
will meet Spain half way, as America can 
gain nothing by a continuation of the war, 
and, on the contrary, .would incur great 
Joss of life. 


A large force of regulars as well as the 
volunteers which have been at Tampa will 
be left at that point under the command of 
General Coppinger, and the force which re- 
mains behind will probably proceed to Fer- 
nandina at once. That pori will probably be 
made the place of departure for the military 
force intended for the occupation of Puerto 
Rico. This expedition will probably be under 
the command of ‘General Lee, who is at 
present in command of 10,000 troops at Jack- 
sonville. This force will be undoubtedly 
transferred to Fernandina at an early day 
and placed on board some of the transports, 
of which there are about ten waiting for 
the troops. It is proposed to bring back 
some of the transports from the Santiago 
expedition for use in the Puerto Rico expedi- 
iton. 

There are many things to commend the use 
of Fernandina as a port of departure. The 
principal feature is the additional railroad

More Fighting at Santiago. 

At Sentiago they have been fighting ell 
day. The American troops were disem- 
barked at the old wharf belonging to the 
Mangamez Mining company a few miles cast 
of El Morro, Their landing was covered by 
several American ships of war, and they 
were protected from the land side bya large 
body of Cuban troops from General Gar- 
cia’s command. These Cubans appeared on 
the coast at daybreak. The Spaniards had 


- @ ttle observation fort on the ridge behind 


the Mangamez dock, with a small garrison. 
The Cubans charged up the hill from the 
land side, while the Americans, who had 
some distance. further to go, charged 
straight up the slope from the coast. In 
twenty minutes the rebels had gained-a pile 
of rocks, from whieh they could shoot down 
into the fort. The Spaniards had wasted 
a great deal of ammunition and were in no 
eondition to withstand the Cubans when they 
swarmed over the*low parapet. 


\ Stars and Stripes Hoisted. 

The Cuban flag was hoisted over one end 
of the fort asthe Americans with the Stars 
and Stripes were clambering over the other. 
The Spanish garrison tied and the Cuban 
and American flags still remained floating 
over the fort. No report has been sent 
out as to the American logses, so it is prob- 
able this first victory was a bloodless one 
for the invaders. 

The captured hilltop ts a point of consid- 
erable importance, as it practically controls 
the Bay of Aguadores. The Americans at 
once landed some artillery and dragged it up 
the slope. It was a matter of wonder that 
the Spanish General Linares did not make 
a strong attempt to stop the Americans at 
tnis point. 

The truth is probably that the American 
movements bewildered the Spaniards. They 
had expected the invaders to land in force at 
Cabrera, on the west side of the channel, 
and had posted their troops to fight there. 

some Americans were being landed on the 
west side, but the ships of the fleet, firing 
over their heads, shelled the hillsides front- 
ing the shore so thoroughly that the Span- 
fards were kept back almost beyond rifle 
ftre. The ripping sputter of their Mausers 
could be heard whenever the thunder of the 
cannon modulated, but at the range, prob- 
ably 1,500 yards, their Mausers did no 


damage.

. Admiral Sampson did not wait to fire on the

Many Spanish Soldiers Killed. 
{SPECIAL CABLE TO THE’ NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

Port Antonio, Jamaica, June 8.—Part of the 
American fleet made a deadly assault upon 
the fortifications of Caimanera, in the Bay 
of Guantanamo, at 5 a. m. yesterday. 

The vessels engaged were the St. Louis, the 
Marblehead, and the Yankee, the latter 
menned by New York naval reserves. There 
were also two gunboats in the battle, which 
cut two cables while the ships shelled the 
fort. 

As in all previous bombardments the fire of 
the Americans was most effective.- At-first 
the Spaniards replied Vigorously, but they 
were unable to withstand the continuous hail 
of shells, and finally retreated to the Town 
of Caimanera, some distance back of the 
fortifications. 

They were not safe even there, as the fire 
from the ships had driven the inhabitants 
into the interior and had compelled the Span- 
ish soldiery to follow their example, 

The fortifications were reduced to ruins 


and many of the soldiers were killed. 


Opinion at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., June 8.—[Special.]— 
The bombardment of the forts on the Bay 
of Guantanamo was not in the program laid 
down for Admiral Sampson at the Navy de- 
partment, but his orders were so elastic that 
he may have deemed it wise to put tn his 
time shelling all the forts near Santiago. 

According to the officials at the department 
the defenses of Guantanamo were by no 
means formidable. The channel from Point 
Barlovento extends for three miles up to the 
railroad depot at Caimanera, but it is ex- 
ceedingly narrow, tortuous, and filled with 
shoals, It would be quite possible for any 
of the ships to enter the outer harbor fora 
mile and a half from the open sea and then 
shell the whole bay, The City of Guanta- 
namo, with 10,000 people, lies nearly ten 
miles from the coast, with which it is con- 
nected by a line of railroad whose terminal 
is at Caimanera, where the fighting took 
place. 

Guantanamo Bay being forty miles from 
Santiago is not available as a landing place, 
and hence it is believed at the department 
that the operations of the fleet were con- 
rected with another attempt to cut the re- 
maining cable so as to isolate Blanco and 
Cervera from the outside world and prevent 
their learning definitely of the departure of 
the troops from Tampa, : | 


Troops Actually on the Way. 

It is practically admitted at the War de- 

partment that the troops under Shafter are 
now actually en route, it being assumed 
that the transports from Mobile were the 
first to get off. If the operations at Guan- 
tanamo resulted in cufting the last cable 
Cervera at Santiago and Blanco at Havana 
will from this time on be obliged to depend 
on their own résources, and it is believed the 
insurgents will cut the land lines between 
Santiago and Havana if they have not al- 
ready done so. 
- It ig taken for granted that Sampson's 
work at Santiago is practically conciuded 
and orders were sent to him tonight to di- 
vide his fleet and get ready for the prelim- 
inary movement on Puerto Rico.

SPAIN ADMITS SERIOUS LOSS. 


Thirty-four Men Killed and Eleven 
Wounded on Reina Mercedes, 
Which Is Sunk.. 


Madrid, June 8.—A semi-official note was 
published here today, purporting to give an 
account of the bombardment of Santiago de 
Cuba by the American fleet on Monday last: 

“The American navy under Admiral 
Sampson has flercely attacked Santiago de 
Cuba, and a bloody encounter ensued. The 
Americans made three attacks on the Span- 
ish marine and land batteries, which re- 
plied. As a consequence the Americans 
were repulsed with heavy losses, estimated 
at 1,500 men. The American projectiles, 
however, sunk the Spanish cruiser Reina 
Mercedes. 

“Five sailors and twenty-nine marines 
on the Reina Mercedes were killed, and one 
officer and eleven sailors were wounded.” 

The reports from Havana say that one 
soldier was killed and five officers were 
wounded In the land fighting.

Camp Thomas, Chattanooga, Tenn., June 
&—[Special.]—The angel of death again vis- 
ited Colonel Fred Bennitt’s camp today and 
robbed the Third Illinois Infantry of a valued 
officer, Sergeant Robert Dyer, Company I, 
Aurora. Sergeant Dyer was stricken with 
cerebro spinal meningitis about two weeks 
ago. The dangerous character of the dis- 
ease, which is commonly known under the 
dread name of ‘spotted fever,’ left little 
room for hope of its happy termination. 
Lieutenant Colonel Nicholas Senn and 
Surgeon Starrell gave the case the closest 
attention. Everything possible was done to 
save Sergeant Dyer’s life and it was thought 
he wasimproving. He appeared much better 
Tuesday night and there was believed to be 
ono immediate danger. However, the patient 
grew much worse this morning, and he died 
suddenly about 9 o’clock. Sergeant Dyer’s 
father was present, but the patient’s uncon- 
eciousness prevented recognition. 

The news of the death reached the Third 
Illinois camp about the middle of the fore- 
noon. It caused general sorrow, notably in 
the Aurora companies, DandI. The funeral 
arrangements were quickly made. A Chat- 
tanooga undertaker sent a hearse to bring 
the body into the city. The funeral, strictly 
military in character, was held in front of the 
regimental headquarters. The entire regi- 
ment attended, and Colonel Bennitt, Acting 
Brigade Commander Second Brigade, First 
Division, First Corps, with Captains Fenton 
and Piper of his staff, was also present. The 
hearse was stationed close to Colonel Arthur 
E. Fisher’s tent and the regiment was drawn 
up in a three-sided square by battalions. 


Eulogized by His Colonel. 

After the singing of ‘‘Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,”’ and music by the regimental band, 
Chaplain Frank Bruner read a scriptural 
passage, and made a short but touchingly 
appropriate address. lieutenant Colonel 
Fisher added his tribute to the dead Ser- 
geant’s soldierly character, and forcibly Im- 
pressed the lesson that he was as much a 
martyr to the cause of patriotism as he 
would have been had he died in battle in 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, or the Philippines. No 
soldier, he declared, who did his full duty as 
Sergeant Dyer did his, need be ashamed to 
die for his country in the hospital any more 
than in the field. 

The regimental colors had been placed over 
the hearse, and the strictest attention was 
paid to military form, the closing ceremony 
being the blowing of ‘‘ Taps,’’ a last good- 
night call. The body was brought to Chat- 
tanooga, and shipped to Aurora for inter- 
ment, under the supervision of Sergeant 
Dyer’s father. 

The pallbearers were Sergeants Pfister, 
Law, and Hendiker, and Corporals Bushel, 
Miller, and Dana of Company I, and Ser- 
geant Bulwer and Corporal Ames of Com- 
pany D, Aurora. They and Captain Charles 
Green and John L. Graves of Companies I 
and D accompanied the body to Chatta- 
nooga. 

Wedding Day Had Been Fixed. 
. Sergeant Robert Dyer was 21 years old, 


the son of Edward Dyer of Aurora. His 


death is particularly sad from the circum- 
stance that he was engaged to be married 
to Miss Maude Castler, one of the belles of 
Aurora. The day for the wedding was set 
for last Saturday before the first call for 
volunteers was made. Up to the time Ser- 
geant Dyer fell ill he and bis bride Intended 
to marry on the appointed.day. Owing to 


contagiousness of ‘‘ spotted fever,” the

FRENCH MINISTERS 
PLACE PORTFOLIOS 
IN PREMIER’S HANDS. 


li. Meline Intends if the Chamber 
Approves His Policy to Remodel 
His Cabinet on the Lines Indi- 
cated by the Recent Electloas. 


Paris, June 8.—The following semi-official 
note was issued this afternoon: 

‘‘ The ministers have placed thetr resigna- 
tions at the disposal of M. Meline (the Fre- 
mier), who, if his policy is approved by the 
chamber, will remodel the Cabinet on the 
broadest basis, in accordance with the indi- 
cations of the recent elections.” 

The ministry which has just resigned was 
constituted on April 30, 1896. 

The new French Chamber of Deputies ts 
composed of 254 Republicans, 104 Radicals, 
74 Radical-Socialists, 88 Ralliders, 44 Re- 
actionaires, and 10 Free Lances. 

It was estimated that the Cabinet had a 
majority of from twelve to fifteen in the 
new Chamber of Deputies, including the 
Raliide section, an uncertain group which 
was looked upon as likely to melt away at 


the time of great parliamentary struggles 


and thus render defeat easy.

C., June 8.—A water-laden 
barge and its crew of five men, in tow of the 
steamer Leonidas, were lost last Saturday 
night, between Norfolk and Charleston. 
The Leonidas and its charge were en route 
from Norfolk to Key West, to supply the 
army and navy. The news of the loss of the 
barge and its crew was brought to port today 
by the pilot boat R. H. Cowan. During the 
gale the hawsers parted, and the barge went 
down. The steamer is en route to Key West 
with ammunition and supplies for the 
United States war vessels and army. The 
cargo of the Leonidas required an immediate 
delivery, and its master found it impossible 
to put into port to wire the particulars.

LUTHERANS GREET M’KINLEY. 


_ Augustana Synod Sends a Resolution 


of Praise, but Erases Reference to 
the President’s Christianity. 


Galesburg, IIL, June 8.—[Special.]—The 
Augustana Lutheran synod; representing 


200,000 members, ordered a formal greeting | 


sent today to President McKinley. It ex- 
pressed confidence in and praise of the Pres- 
ident and in the original draft contained an 
allusion to President McKinley as a sincere 
Christian. On motion of the Rev. C. J. Col- 
lin this was stricken out, the main objec- 
tion being that the President belongs to 
a secret fraternity. while the Swedish Luth- 
eran Church is opposed to such fraternities. 
The motion to strike out was carried by a 
vote of 45 to 4. 

A resolution deploring “ the calamity of 
war into which our country is now plunged, 
but rejoice in and commend the patriotism 
of our men who have gone out to fight and 
if need be die in the cause of liberty,” was 
adopted unanimously, and the synod also 
authorized the establishing of English con- 
gregations but took no action toward es- 
talfishing English conferences. 

The synod tonight considered a recom- 
mendation of the committee to suspend the 
Rev. J. Seleen from the ministry. Seleen 
was mixed up in the Belt City land deal, 
having undertaken to sell lots on condition 
that Bethany College, Kansas, would re- 
ceive $50,000 from the company. The com- 
pany failed, and Michigan and Pennsylvania 
people who paid Seleen cash filed complaints 
that he had made false promises. Fearing 
legal proceedings Seleen went to Sweden 
and is now in Stockholm.

Deplorable Condition of the 
Hospital Service Exposed 
by Dr. Bailey. 


LACK OF EQUIPMENT. 


Surgeons in Charge Have Neither 
Medicines nor Facilities 
for Work. 


PATIENTS EAT WITH HANDS. 


Situation Will Be Laid Before the Au- 
thorities in Washington 


NEWS OF ILLINOIS SOLDIERS. 


Camp Alger, Falls Church, Va., June 8.— 
[Special ]—On top of the complaints made 
as to the inefficiency of the Quartermaster 
and Commissary departments in this big 
camp comes the serious scandal affécting 
the hospital corps. A remarkable order was 
issued today by Chief Surgeon Girard, re- 
quiring the medical officers of each regiment 

to turn over to the division hospital practi- 
cally all of their apparatus and medical sup- 
plies, including tents and cots, leaving them 
only facilities for treating the lightest kind 
of cases of men remaining in their quarters. 
While the sick soldiers were cared for in 
regimental hospitals there was but little 
complaint, but as soon as Surgeon Girard 
arrived on the ground he insisted upon cen- 
tralizing the hospital service, with disastrous 
results. 

Until this morning Dr. Bailey of Philadel- 
phia, fleld officer of the National Relief as- 
sociation, concluded a report, which shows 
that the division hospital at Camp Alger is 
a positive disgrace to the government, and 
the orders to the regimental surgeons to 
turn over all their supplies to the general 
hospital were evidently intended _ to cover up 
the results of gross negligence, exposed by 
Dr. Bailey. 

The lack of equipment of the division hos- 
pital was shown by a conversation which 
THe TRIBUNE had between the division 
chiefs. 

*“*How are you preparing for an opera- 
tion?’ was asked. 

**O,” was the reply, “ we have an operat- 
ing tabie, but,’’ and the doctor hesitated, 
** we should have to borrow the instruments 
from one of the regiments.”’ 

“How about medicines? 
plenty?” he was then asked. 

“ Well, no,”’ he replied. supplies 
were ordered some time ago, but they have 
not yet been received. We cam get almost 
anything we need on the grounds from 
some of the other hospitals.”’ 

Everything is drawn from the little reg- 
imental hospital, until now, if a man is taken 
sick at night, there is no place to lay him 
until he can be taken to the.division hospital. 


Revelations in the Hospital. 


This was the condition of affairs which Dr. 
Bailey found in the operating department, 
but it was soon forgotten in the revelation 
of the condition in the hospital. There are 
men in the hospital, it is said, who have not 
been bathed since the date of their admis- 
sion. In the first ward there are twenty- 
four beds. There Is but one cup for the en- 
tire ward, and it is used for medicine, for wa- 
ter, and for milk. When meals are served 
there are but five plates and five cups in use. 
The patients must take turns and the plates 
and cups are used and reused until the pa- 
tients have been fed. They then do service 
in either the mumps or measles ward. 

This is not strictly in accordance with the 
theories of antiseptic treatment, but what 
is lacking in this is made up in obedience to 
the theory that “ necessity is the mother of 
invention,”’ for, when forks give out, the pa- 
tients eat beans with their fingers. There 
are 125 patients at present in the hospital. 
There is a hospital corps of thirty-four 
members and these 159 have in all but one 
dozen plates, cups, knives, forks, etc. 

There is one young Pennsylvania boy in 
the hospital who is suffering from typhoid 
fever. He has begged to go back to his regi- 
ment, where the nurses were all attention 
and where he would receive every consider- 
ation, but there is no regimental hospital, 
and he is too ill to be sent to Fort Myer. 
A determined effort will be made by the 
commanders of the Pennsylvania regiments 
in his behalf tomorrow, and if possible he 
will be placed in an isolated ward under 
the care of the regimental surgeon and one 
of his comrades as a nurse. 

Dr. Bailey left this afternoon for Wash- 
ington, where he will place a statement of the 
condition of affairs in the hospital before 
the Surgeon in Chief of the army, General 
Sternberg, and will make a demand upon 
Captain E. L. Ruffman, Medical Quarter- 
master, for proper supplies. 


| Chicago Boys Move. 

The Seventh Illinois boys were not to 
have moved their camp grounds until some 
time this week. General Davis, the division 
commander, had promised Colonel Kava- 
nagh that they should not be required to 
leave their encampment until a well had 
been sunk upon the site of their new home, 
This well has not yet been sunk and the 
water supply of the new encampment is de- 
cidedly insufficient yet. Orders were re- 
ceived at noon, which came directly from 
General Graham, the commander of the 
corps, to the effect that Colonel Kavanagh 
should break camp and take his command 
at once to the spot allotted to him in the 
First Brigade of the Second Division. 

When the order reached the Seventh 
Colonel Kavanagh was hard at work prepar- 
ing the new ground for the reception of his 
men tomorrow or next dey. He instantly 
gave orders suspending all unnecessary

clearing of ground for the reception of tents. 
Wagon trains were dispatched to the other 
encampment, and within an hour the cozy 
and comfortable home in the woods was 
abandoned and the regiment had moved for 


-the thirteenth time since April 26. 


There was scarcely time to get thec 
in shape pefore the tents had arrived, and 
then came the tedious and laborious work 
of felling trees to furnish tent spaces, for, 
true to their old love, the Irish giants have 
once more eneamped in the woods. It re 
quired strong arms and quick work to get 
the camp in shape before sunset, and al- 
though the men felt some indignation at 
being rushed into a piece of work, the ac- 
complishment of which had been promised 
should be in their own season, there was 
not one word of complaint or grumbling.

ing, the opening up of a wider demand and of 
larger markets, both domestic and foreign, for the 
products of the labor of our people, and the dis- 
semination of accurate information of a com- 
mercially educational character, intended to pro- 
mote codperative efforts of a mutually helpful 
nature.

Piarine by the English in 1762, in 
THUNDER. which a fleet under Sir 
George Pocock and land 

forces nded by the Earl of Albemarle 
participated, an account of the operations 
reached Boston, in which occurs the follow- 


ing description: 

The siege of the Havannah began about forty 
days ago, and has been ever since continued warm. 
The Spaniards behave with the greatest bravery 
and resolution. The Moore-Castle is almost beat to 
rubbish, ‘and-it is computed that they have lost 
100 men every day since the. siege commenced. 
Yesterday morning the Spaniards sallied out upon 
our batteries with about 2,000 men, who were 
in the space of two hours repulsed with the loss 
of 1,200 men killed and priseners; the Spaniards 
afterwards sent a flag of truce to Lord Albemarle 
and Sir George Pococke, who offered them terms 
of capitulation, which the Spaniards refused, de- 
claring they would be buried in the ruins before 
they would accept such terms; upon which our 
batteries were opened and are now playing like 
thunder. 
- ‘That was the way the English fought one 


hundred and thirty-six years ago. They cap- 
tured Havana because their batteries played 
like thunder. If our batteries had played 
like thunder ‘* Moore-Castle’’ and ‘the 


| Havannah ’’ would have been in our posses- 


sion weeks ago. 


NOTHING TO FEAR IN CUBA. 

There is no Spanish infantry force on 
the whole island of Cuba that can stand 
for thirty days against 75,000 of our volun- 
teers and 10,000 or 20,000 of our regulars, 
supported as these will be by our victorious 
fleet along the coast. 

This thesis can be maintained upon the 
enemy's own assertions of strength, and 
it will be quickly demonstrated by our 
soldiers themselves if they are given a 
chance. The Spaniards themselves do not 
pretend to have over 100,000 men in Cuba, 
and it is netorious that their payrolls are 
padded by the officers for boodle purposes. 
It is doubtful if there are more than 60,- 
000 Spanish regulars on the whole island, 
The most chicken-hearted mugwump must 
admit that an American soldier is a match 
for two Spanish soldiers in skill, marksman- 
ship, and all-around fighting power, Be- 
sides, the Spanish are sick of fighting in 
Cuba, just as they aré in the Philippines. 
The latest advices from Manila tell how 
a body of 170 Philippine insurgents cap- 
tured 224 Spaniards, chiefly because the 
Spaniards were unpaid, underfed, discour- 
aged, and indifferent to their fate. What 
the wild native insurgents can do’ the 
trained American soldier can do still better. 

het the whole body of available volun- 
teers and regulars now in Southern camps 
be thrown across into Cuba and Puerto 
Rico, and the war caa be ended in a 


‘month. The people are weary of hesitation 


and procrastination. The soldiers are 
eager to get to work. President McKinley 
has done well to command General Shafter 
to cease dallying and start with his troops 
for Santiago. He has done well to in- 
struct General Miles to take the Southern 
railroads in hand and operate them him- 
self if they do not act with more promptness 
in getting the troops to Tampa. But this 
whole movement upon Santiago requires 
only ahout 20,000 men. The rest of the 
great army now in the field is unprovided 
for. Seores of thousands of well drilled 
men are apparently to be kept in idleness 
through the summer at Chickamauga and 
other points. This is not right. 

The whole army, except so much of it 
as is needed for the Philippines and Puerto 
Rico, should be put into Cuba at once. 
This dilly-dallying and piecemea! policy will 
only prolong the war needlessly, The way 
to erush the enemy is to crush him. We 
have the force to do it and to do it 
swiftly and thoroughly. Getting the sal- 
diers across to Cuban soil is a mere matter 
of ferriage. We have enough transport 
steamers already for that purpose. Vessels 
can take a consignment of soldiers from 
Key West in the morning and be back 
at the docks the next morning for another. 
Nothing stands in the way of putting an 
overwhelming army upon Cuban soil ex- 
cept the dilatory policy that has gained 
a foothold at Washington. 

There is, nothing to fear and everything 
to be gained by striking out from the 
shoulder. We have the strength to crush 
the head of the Spanish snake at one 
blow, and it is no act of mercy to kill 
it by cutting an inch at a time off its 
tail instead. Let us smash Harana and 
have done with the job. The starving 
women and children of the soldier-ridden 
city will be doubly thankful for having 
the long agony ended, and the chances are 
that the Spanish soldiers themselves are 
as anxious to surrender to somebody as 
those in the Philippines. The work can 
be finished still before the rainy season 
is at its worst. 

The thing to do is to put 75,000 volun- 
teers and at least 10,000 regulars into 
Cuba at once. This force can be spared 
after detailing enough regiments to take 
and hold Puerto Rico and the Philippines, 
and to recover the Caroline Islands, which 
were filched from us by Spain. Only let 
the men be put to work and the task 
in Cuba will soon be finished. We ought 
to hold Havana today. We will not be any 
nearer its capture three months hence if 
the most of our soldiers continue to be 
kept at home. Push things all around 
the board and the enemy will soon be check- 
mated.

Our race has not been wont to wrap its 
bullets in cotton for fear of hurting the 
enemy. Neither has it been accustomed 
to put its soldiers in the field for any- 
thing but fighting purposes, and after our 
soldiers have fought and won territory we 
are not accustomed to make a present of it 
either to the enemy or to the enemy’s sym- 
pathizers. That may be the mugwunpp style 
of doing business, but it is not the style 
of the American nation or of its Anglo- 
Saxon ancestors. The method of civilized 
warfare is to retain the captured territory 
to meet the cost of the war, and that is 
the method that must be followed in this

In a few weeks we ought to have a firm 
grip on the entire area of the Philippines, 
thanks to Admiral Dewey's formidable 
fighting fleet and to General Merritt's gel- 
Jant army of 20,000 men.

We are not conquer- 
ing the Philippines or Puerto Rico for 
any such use. Those islands must hence- 
forth be American territory, governed as 
nearly as possible according to the principles 
of American liberty, and developed from 
year to year under the magic influence of 
American colonization, industry, and com- 
merce.

Empress that the proud Castilian who had 
just taken her departure had given an in- 
terview to me some months agé.

Her exquisitely mobile face, her gently 
tottering gait, her snow-white hair, once 
so glitteringly Titian, and her tall and 
queenly figure are all so pronounced that 
even the most blasé student of great per- 
sonages could not help being impressed 
with this illustrious wreck of a once mag- 
nificent Empress.

YORK, June 8.—The stock market 
¢ continued reactionary. As was pre- 
dicted in these dispatches yesterday there 
was a further selling of long stock and a 
shaking out of many lightly margined spec- 
vlators.. Also there was selling by the trad- 
ers for the short account, the professional 
contingent being aggressive throughout the 
day. Undoubtedly the position of the market 
tonight is much stronger than it has been 
for some time. The short account is larger; 
there are fewer pyramids and fewer stop or- 


the day was productive of no 
bad news, whatever the selling movement, 
which has been broadening for several days 
past, became general. Practically every 
stock which has been conspicuous during 
this rise dropped back and made a decline. 
The stocks that did advance were specialties, 
which as yet have not shared in the market's 
general strength and of which there was con- 
tinued buying by inside interests. 

The American Spirits stocks were features, 
both common and preferred showing notable 
activity and strength. There was good in- 
side buying of both stocks, induced chiefly 
by the knowledge that the new issue of se- 

ties which is to allow the company to 
control the hitherto antagonistic distilleries 
is practically all underwritten. Spirits in- 
\eiders have been heavy buyers of the stocks 
for some time past, and they are predicting 
much higher prices for them—50 for the pre- 
ferred and between 25 and 30 for the com- 
mon.

FRUIT PACKERS MAKING A MISTAKE 


California Products Being Shipped in 
Weods That Spoil the Flavor. : 


According to a Chicago expert in the art of 
packing fruit for market in such a manner as will 
insure the best returns to the shipper and give 
the greatest decree of satisfaction to the retail 
purchaser, California growers of some of the 
small frujts now coming to this market are mak- 
ing a serfous mistake in the important matter of 
cetting their fruit to market. The mistake is 
not an altogether new one, but the effect on the 
fruit is rather more noticeable than heretofore. 
It consists in crating berries. peaches, etc., in pine 
boxes so full of pitch that the entire contents 
of the package are permeated with an odor of tur- 
dentine. This was particularly noticeable yester- 
day in a consignment of blackberries, the first of 
the season. The berries were in excellent condi- 
tion, notwithstanding they had been five days on 
the road in refrigerator cars. They ran a dozen 
pints to the case, but all had absorbed the odor

A. 5. Trude first induced Mr. Grinnell to 
go into politics.

Mr. Grinnell. The two had been friends for 
several years, and Mr. Trude had great faith 
in Mr. Grinnell’s ability as a lawyer, and 
believed he never had had a chance to prop- 
erly display it. The Democratic leaders 
were disposed at first to oppose -his can- 
didacy on account of his being 50 little 
known. Mr. Trude was selected to broach 
the question to Mr. Grinnell. The latter at 
first declared he wanted nothing to do with. 
politics. When, finally, he did come out as 
a candidate, Mr. Trude had to lend him the 
$500 he was assessed for campaign ex- 
penses. Mr. Grinnell made a record as City 
Attorney that never has been equaled, in 
the opinion of the most prominent members 
of the Chicago bar. From the time of his 
entering the office he became known as one 
of the leading lawyers of the city. 


In Many “Celebrated Cases.” 


It was as State’s Attorney, however, that 
Mr. Grinnell’s career is most closely woven 
with Chicago history. His name is almost 
inseparable from the prosecution and con- 
viction of the’Chicago Anarchists. The no- 
toriety of this trial has in a measure over- 
shadowed some of the other great criminal 
cases which he prosecuted. Some of these 
have gone into legal history ** celebrated 
cases.”” It was Mr. Grinnell Who prosecuted

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. ©, Hutchins, at the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank. It was with Mr. Hutchins. who 
is attorney for the bank, that the business 
was being conducted for the Chicago City 
railway company, of which Mr. Grinnell was 
counsel.

In every ong of these there was a convic- 
tiom Associated with Mr. Grinnell in the 
prosecution of the Anarchists were George 
C. Ingham, Francis W. Walker, and Ed- 
mund Furthman. Defending them were 
William P. Black, William A. Foster, 
Sigmund Zeisler, and Moses Salomon. 
In the great “boodle” case, even 
more than in the trial of the Anar- 
chists, Mr. Grinnell. showed his fearlessness 
when it came to upholding the law. Anum- 
ber of public officials, County Commissioners, 
| and contractors, with tremendous influences 
behind them, were tried and nearly all con- 
victed. 

Mr. Grinnell had become so fearful to law- 
breakers as State’s Attorney that when he 
was nominated for Judge of the Superior 
Court in 1887 every gambler, thief, and 
boodler in Chicago’ gladly helped in his elec- 
tion to remove him from the prosecutor’s 
office. His career on the bench lasted four 
years, when he resigned to become general 
counsel of the Chicago City railway com- 


pany. 

Mr. Grinnell traced his ancestry through 
a long line of American, Welsh, and French 
to the Town of Grinnelle, in France, just 
within the fortifications of Paris. His 
father was Dr. J. H. Grinnell of New Haven, 
Vt., where Mr. Grinnell spent his boyhood. 
He was a graduate of Potsdam Academy, 
St. Lawrence County, N. Y., and of Middle- 
bury (Vt.) College, He studied law in the 
office of William C. Brown of Ogdensburg. 

Mr. Grinnell was married in 1869 to Miss 
Augusta Hitchcock, daughter of Dr. Will- 
iam Hi. Hitchcock of Shoreham, Vt. There 
are two children, Robert, a student at the 
University of Michigan, and Bertha, who is 
at school in Chicago. | 

Mr. Grinnell was a member of the Chicago, 
Union Leagué, Iroquois, and Chicago Ata- 
letic clubs and of Apollo Commandery K. T., 
and Consistory. He never overcame his 
dislike for publicity and display, and it was 
seldom that he was seen taking part in any 
public meetings.

As State's 
Attorney he made one of the best records 
the office has furnished. Every boodler, 
every man troubled with an itching palm, 
voted for him for Judge in order to get him 
out of the State’s Attorney’s office.”’ 

Judge Murray F. Tuley—I can only say, as 
every one who knows him says, that he was 
an able man, and one of the most conscien- 
tious public officials we ever had. His death 
is a great loss to the community. 

Attorney Francis Walker—In the death of 
ex-Judge Grinnell one of my warmest friends 
has been removed. He was a man of great 
executive talent, and of absolute and un- 
questioned personal integrity. He knew 
nothing in a case except the right of it, and 
it made no difference who was involved. 
He was a hard and conscientious worker, 
and he took his duties so much to heart that 
he could not throw them off. 

Judge John Barton Payne—He was a man 
of charming personality, clean character,
